David wrote one thousand years 
ahead of time. Christ died ac- 
cording to the 22nd Psalm. 
That’s worth remembering, be- 
cause that recommends His 
death as something very, very 
special. David has written in 
i the 22nd Psalm the very words 
of Jesus when he said: "My 
God, my God. why hast thou 
forsaken me?” He tells us that 
He was surrounded by a crowd 
that looked at Him and watch- 
ed Him and laughed at Him 
and scorned Him. He tells us 
what the crowd said to Him: 

I "He trusted on the Lord that 
he would deliver him; let him 
deliver him, seeing he delight- 
eth in him.” 

Then he goes on to describe 
in detail the death and suffer- 
ing of Jesus, His feeling, what 
He saw, how He felt, His silent 
prayer to the Father while He 
was dying. He was -poured out 
like water, all His bones were 
out of joint. That is exactly 
what happens in crucifixion; 
hanging there hour after hour 
after hour, the wrists, elbows 
and shouldeas become dislocat- 
ed.
